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A "371 formalities Letter" entitled "Notification of Missing Requirements Under 
35 U.S.C. 371 in the United States Designated/Elected Office (DO/EO/US)" was 
mailed by the Office on January 22, 2007. Inter alia, the notification stated that applicants 
were required to comply with the sequence listing rules ("the application clearly fails to 
comply with the requirements of37 CFR 1.821-1825"). 



Applicants request reconsideration of that part of the notification that states that a 
sequence listing is necessary to complete the requirements under 35 U.S.C. 371. There are 
no nucleic acid sequences in this specification or figures. Table 1 refers to "CTAC" but that 
is the abbreviation of a chemical compound (cetyl tri-methyl ammonium chloride) and is not

A sequence listing is not required 
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a DNA sequence. Accordingly, it is believed that the request for a sequence listing is in error 
and should be withdrawn. 

In fulfillment of the other requirements outlined on the above Notification, Applicants 
filed the declaration and paid the late declaration fee surcharge on February 22, 2007.
